Washington are concerned with his 
travels, 

It wasn 1748, wher he had. just turned 
sixteen, that lie set out with his yume, 
frierl, George Willtim Fairfax, an a sir- 
veymiy trip io the lower Shenandoah Vat 
ley ot Virginin and the South Branch 
ecimtry of what. is now West Virginia, 
From then weil his last journey to Phila- 
delphia, in 1798, he traveled far and wire, 
considering thé transport methods of those 
days. 

His journeys cov rered a larger aren in 
America than those of any other official 
of his oe They eatried him fram Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, to Kittery, Maine: to 
Crown Point, New York; from the vicin- 
ity of Dake Erie, itt Pennsylvania, to the 
neighborhood of Point Pleasant, in West 
Virginia, and Gallipolis, in Qhie, He tray 
elec] on horsehick from Wilhamshury to 
Fort Le Heeut; from Mount Veron to 
Boston; fram Dismal Swamp to Brad- 
docks Fteld. | 

He followed the South Branch of the 
Potemic to its source, laid out a chain 
of frontier forts from Maryland ta North 
Carolina, booted down and up the Ohh 
from the mouth of the Monongahela to the 
confluence of the Ranuwha, and hunted

GFTEN DEALS STRAT EO 


When one recallé the furor arimsed by 
the famous fitness test that President 
Roosevelt ordered—that every Aru aff- 
cer should ride go miles: in three din 5— 
and compares that test with Washington's 
horseback feots, tt 1s hard ty suppress a 
smite; for Washington sometimes aver- 
aged npward at 35 miles a day for more 
than a week, and on one occasion rode 5K) 
miles in 16. days, making the top from 
Cumberiand, Maryland, to Wilhtamsburp, 
Vi ing tnt, ane returr; and two dave of these 
were “Lime out” walting for an armed es- 
cort, as he carried the pay for Braddock’s 
army in his saddietuus, He madestly says 
that his habitual pait on horseback was five 
miles an hour,

Table 
nor a knife to eat with but as good luck 
would huve tt we hac knives of (cnr) awn.”

From, there, “attended with y. Eser,” 
Washington rode over to the South 
Branch ‘of the Potomac, to Henry Van- 
meter’s, He was now man area that mist 
have warmed his heart, for he was alwiys 
a judge if goed Jand, and as he rode up the 
South Branch to the home of James Rut- 
lidge, one of the earliest settlers in that 
recion, whom Washington describes‘ asa 
horse jockey, he must have been impressed 
with the miagnificeit scenery. 

To this day the valley of the South 
Branch is still unsullied by blaring acyer- 
tising signboards; the river itself is as 
clear wand sparkling asit wasthen, To this 
day, too, there are. James Ruthidges ly 
other names readent in this area, for it is 
do preat cotthe—and horee-grazing country, 
In summer the stock is driven to the blue 
vrazs and in winter is brought down into 
the valley, to be fed from the Juystacks 
that dot the landscape, Augusta Contity 
records show that Kuthidge traded an stock 
as farafield os the Carolinas, 

DEVELOPING GEOGRAPHIC INSTINCTS 

There was more on this first trp than 
lice and fleas and eating ata table without 
acloth: The boy diarist records that one 
might the straw hed caught fire! On an- 
other mpht the wind blew their tent away, 
Sull another night was so smoky thar they 
had to “leave ye. Tent to ye. Mercy of ye 
Wind wind Fire.” 

Washington's geographic instincts beran 
to develop-on this carly trip. The Trough 
(see opposite pare), about six niiles below 
Moorefield, he desenbed as “(a) couple 
of Ledges of Mountain Impassable mun- 
ning side and side together for above por 8 
Miles and ye River down between them.” 
He adds: “You must Ride Round ye back 
of ve. Mowntain for to wet below them.” 

With boyish zest Washington ate his 
evening meal on Friday, April 8, 

"We Camped this Night in ve Wools 
near a Wild Meadow where was a Large 





Stack of Hay after we had Pitehed our 
Tent and mace avery Large Fire we pall’ 
qut our Koapsack in order to Recruit our- 
selves every Lone) was his own Cook our 
Spits was Forked Sticks our Plates was a

Ina day ortwo the boys were homeward 
hotid. On the way Washmeton saw lis 
first rattlisnake, and they got lost. They 
had gone wto the Shenamloah Valley by 
way of Ashbys Gap and wanted to come 
out by way of Snickers Gap, But when 
they reached the top of the mountain they 
found they line taken the wrong road, and 
were again in Ashbys Gap! Whar did 
they do but turn back, rile down the miut- 
tain, down the river, and then up the moun-

YOUNG WASTIISCTON WAS WELL PAT TOR

A letter written toa friend while.on one 
of the several other surveying trips he 
made to the waters of the Shenundoah, the 
Cacapon, and the South Branch in 1749, 
1750, 1791, atl 1752 indicates it was the 
good pay that reconciled young Washme- 
ton ta the hardships of a surveyor's life. 
Therein he save that he had not slept above 
three or four nights mia bed. but atter 
walking all day he laid down “before the 
fire upon a Latte Hay Straw Fodder or 
bairskin which ever is to Ie had with Man 
Wife and Children like a Patcel of Dregs. 
or Catts & happy he that gets the Berth 
nearest the fire there's nothing would make 
it pass. of tolerably but a good Reward a 
Dubbleloon (S7.0625 ) is my constant pain 
every Day that the Weather will permit.

WASHINGTON HIDES OVER THE SITE OF 
“FUTURE PITTSsHuRGH 

The party set out from Wills Creek on 
the e5th of November. The first night 
they came to Georges Creek and camped 
acme or so sonth of what is now Frost- 
burg, Maryland. They reached Gist's 
hese, in the new settlement around what 
isnow Mount Braddock, on Sunday night, 
November 18 Arivone whe has been over 
auch rountains as [hig Savage, Negro 
Mountain, Keysers Ridge, and Laurel Hall 
by the Old National ‘Trail knows what 
hard climbing those four days involved. 

The snow was ankle deep when they set 
out from Géist's, Crossing the Youghic- 
gheny just below Connellsville, they headed 
north to Jacehs Creek, and spent the 
night at Jacob's cabins, whicly stood not 
far from what: is now Mount Pleasant; 
then they turned northwest, crossed Se- 
wickley Creek, and came to the big bend of 
the Monongahela almost at the epot where 
the highway bridge crosses the tiver from 
McKeesport ta Duquesne. Here they 
marched across the site of that busy m- 
dustrial center of to-day and then recrossed 
the river after passing below what ts now 
Kennywood Park. | 

Frazier’s cabin stood jitst about where 
the plant of the Edgar Thompson Steel 
Warks stands to-day, between the river 
and Washington Street, at the mouth of 
Turtle Creek. From here Barnaby Carn 
and Henry Steward, ina canoe, carried the 
hageoge down the tiver to its confluence 
with the Allegheny. Washington, with 
Gist, rode over the site of the future Pitts- 


burgh, He reached the forks of the Ohio 
ahead of his bagpage and, while he watted 
for Currin and Steward, stacked the port 
asa site for a-iert. He found a “cunsid- 
erable bottom of flat, well-timbered land 
aif around it.” How different the “point” 
at Pittsburgh to-day, with its downtown 
district and its great highway bridges! 

The party swam its horses across the 
Allegheny in almost the same spot where 
the Manchester Hodge crosses it toalay 
and camped not far from the present tled- 
eral Highway Noa, 14. 

The next morning they set out down 
the river, and at what is now known as 
Mehees Rocks came to the home of the 
Indian Shingiss, at that time o friend of 
the English, but later to justify Hecke- 
welders deseription. of linn as “a terror to 
the frontier settlements of Pennsylvania,” 

While at the home of Shingiss, Wash- 
insta, not ye 22 years old, made a caredial 
study of the site, for it was here that the 
Ohio Company had planned to build its 
fort. The vouthial major was quick to 
see the disadvantages of this-site as comi- 
pared to that within the forks of the Ohio, 
and reported thereon to Governor Dinwil- 
die, The French, English, and American 
governments in inter years put their seal of 
approval on the findings of the bay soldier. 

THE OHIO RIVER THEN ANT NOW 

When Washington left McKees Rocks, 
Shingiss accompanied hun to Lopstown, 
the headquarters. of the Halt-King, a 
Seneca chief an known because he owed 
Allegiatice to the Six Nations and could be 
overruled by them. 

What changes have heen wrought in the 
land over which Shingiss and Washington 
marched tegether that day! Along the 
river 1s ane unending succession. of inedis- 
trial plants, with Ohio River stern-wheel- 
ers, vast Heets of conl barges, and all sorts 
tf tiver craft, 

Washington marched over the sites of 
what are now Heilevue, Avalon, Ben Avon, 
Emsworth, and fashionable Sewickley, and 
just below Ambridge, wrth all tts factories, 
cune to Logstown, ©mn one of the many 
railroads of the Pittsburgh district there is 
the flag station of Lepionyelle, near the 
town of Economy. Here, where Mad An- 
theny Wayne camped tn his final march to 
end Indian hostilities, was Logstown, hunt 
by the French as a trading post. 
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Logstown's location 
on the fats at pres- 
ent-day Lepionville, 
niles up the Ohio 
from the mouth of 
Big Benver.

While the French were framing thei? an- 
ewer, Washington busily studied their fort 
and! had his men count the canoes being 
made ready for the following spring's ad- 
vance to the forks of the Chip, He at- 
tended to every phase of his business with 
uiimiest care, and then prepared to return. 
But St. Pierre was cratty, He was-ex- 
cessively courteous while, as Washington 
wrote, he was “exerting every Arties 
which he could invent to set our own In- 
dians at Variance with us, to prevent their 
going ‘all alter our Departure. Presents, 
ewards, . . . every Stratagem which 
the most fruitful Bram could invent, was 
Brscrieed, to win the Einlf-King to. their 
nterest:” No wonder the daring: Virgin- 
ian later said that never in his lite had he 
siffered so much anxiety! 


A THEACHEROUS REDSEIN FIRES AT 
WASHINGTON AKD Stresses 


At last patience ceased to be a virtue. 
Washington protested to St. Pierre agaaitst 
this diuhle dealing. Night came and still 
the Indians delayed, for they had: been 
promised a present of guns if they would 
doso, ‘Thenext day, the influence of pres- 
ents having passed, fire water was resorted 
to, and) Washington later wrote that he 
id oo doubt that this would hive siuc- 
ceeded if he had not urged and maisted 
with the Hali-King until the oli! chief 
finally kept his apreement. 

Between the wiles of the French and 
the duplicity of the Indians, Washington 
necded his. last ounce of courage and re- 
source, But he won, and there, on the 
banks of French Creck, the Pates further 
annealed the mettle that was to transtonm 
this Ind of less than 22 years mto the 
matchless leader he afterward became. 

The return journey was also full of hard- 
ship and danger. The French followed 
them down French Creek, still trying: to 
entice the Indians away from them, and 
Gist writes that “we had the pleasure of 
seeing the French ovyerset, and the brandy 
and wine floating m the creek.”

Thwarted in his purpose to tusleadl 
them, the Indian became sullen; ian open 


mieidow he suddenly wheeled and at 15 


paces fired at Washington. He then ran 
thead and behind a big white oak tree 
started to reload, but Washington and (Gist 
were upon him, ‘They let lim finish re- 
loading, covered by their guns. Then they 
forced him to march with them. 

Gist wanted to-kill him on. the spot, but 
Washington would not have it ; 0 Gist told 
him that the only alternative was to rid 
themselves of the Tndian's company under 
a tise, and then temarch all mght to escape 
his vicinity. Sothey ordered the Indian to 
make a fire by a stream, as if they intended 
to sleep there: then, giving him a cake of 
bread, they told Tim to go to his cab and 
have some meat pency for them when they 
arrived next mourning. 

Though he was'sd footsore and weary 
that he had said they must stop, Wash- 
ington still preferred to march all night 
rather than to slay the Indian who had so 
recently, without a qualm, saught to assas- 
sinate him, 3 

They marched all that night and all the 
next day, toa place on Pine Creck where 
they felt safe enough to sleep. 

WASHINGTON 'S NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DHOWNING IN THE AULLEGHENY 

Bat their hardships were not yet at an 
end. On Saturday, December 29, follow 
ing Fine Creek and the general course ol

While wattirg for hits horses at Frazer's,

On October 31, 1 753. Washington bad 
left Williamsburg; on Janimry 16 he re- 
turned. He had traveled more than 1.000 
niles, most of the way through an. u- 
broken wiklerness. 

So pleased was Governor Dinwiddie 
with Washington’ s recital of his trip that 
he asked for a written report of it. ‘This 
he made. In the foreword to the printed 


copy, Whuch he called “An Account af My 
Proceedings to and trom the French on 
Ohio,” he apologized for its style and dic- 
tion arid atated that he had only one day in 
which to prepare it.

Before ten weeks had passed Washing- 
tot, ow a lieutenant colonel, was headed 
anee more forthe region between Comber- 
land and ‘Pirtsburgh.

W ashington undertook to build o road 
from what is now Mount Braddock, south

He also explored the Youghtogheny for 
about 30 miles, inthe hope of finding a 
waterway open down the river to the forks 
of the Ohio, But the Ohiopyle falls turned 
him back (see pace 28).

a fall from his horse on May 31, Washing- 
ton assamed corm@©mand.

Of the battle he wrote: 

“We have been beaten; shamefully 
beaten, by a handial ot men, who only in- 
tended to molest and disturb our march. 
Victory was their smallest expectation, 
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But see the wondrous works of Providence 
and the uncertainty of woman things! We, 
bot a few moments before; believed our 
numbers almost equal to the Canaan 
lorce; ‘they only expected to annoy 15. 
Yet, contrary toll expectation and human 
probability, and ever to the common course 
of things, we were totally defeated, and 
sustained the loss af everything. . . . 
When this story comes to be related im 
iuture annals, it will meet with unbehet 
wed indigmition; for, had Donor been wit- 
hess tothe fact on that fatal day, | should 
seareely have given credit to it even now.” 
M. de Contreceeur, French commandant 
of Fort Duquesne, had teared that lis force 
was inidequate to meet Braddock’s army. 
Tr was while he hesitated that M. de 
Réaujed, a captain in the French service, 
propose an ambush, Contrecceur agreed, 
provided Henaujeu-could get the Indians to 
assist. At trst the Indians declined. But 
Bemajen exclanned: “LT am determine! to 
eect and meet the eneniy, “What! Will 
you sulfer your Father to eo out alone? I 
am sure we shall conquer,” 

And so it was that Captain Beaijet, 
more teckicess than the experienced Com- 
minidant Contreceur, blocked the British 
effort of ancearly conquest of the upper 
Qhio basin, enabling the French to hold 
that area for many years. 

WASHINGTON = SENSE OF HUMOM KEEN 

Washington's sense of humor allowed 
him ta say, ina letter to hes brother: John 
Augustine, “As T have heard since my ar- 
rival at this plaice (Comberlunedl) a circum 
stantial account of my death. and dying 
speech, [ take this early opportunity of 
comtradicting the first, atid of assuring vou

WASHINGTON PLANS TO PROTECT THE 
FRONTIER 


Early in October, Colonel Washington, 
stirred by the increasing boldness of the 
many bands eine Incians that in- 
fested the frontier from the Potomac Rayer 
tithe North Carolia line, decided to make 
a personal survey of the frontier with a 
view to estublishing a chase of ree at the 
important passes, in the hope of damming 
ike Indiari tide behind the Allegheny 
Divide. | : 

No original record of this long trp has 
been found except two letters which Wash- 
ington wrote to Governor Dinwiddie, a 
few items in his expense account, and a 
plan for the distribution of the several 
forts in the chain, with the waters upon 
which they were located, the distances be- 
tween them, and their names or the names 
of the officers commanding them. 

Time Ins ghliterated must of these forts 
(see map, paige 40}. 

Since this chain of forts played sich an 
important role in the French and Indian 
Whur, 1744 to 1758, and since their estab- 
lishment constituted one of his foremust 
tisks asa military engineer, T resolved to 
locate them. ‘The task prowad much more 
~diffiealt than T had anticipated, 

Dering the French and Indian War 
davs, villares ond towns near the frontier 
had not yet begun to take shape, except 
in the case of county seats, Places were 
known as “John Smith's Plantation,” 
“Witham Seott's Mill," “Tasker ‘Tosh's 
Ford,” Big Lick, ete. ‘The changme own- 
erships of five generations, together with 
the substitution of bridges for fords, have 
abliterated thease names from map and 
memory alike. 

It was-necessary, therefore, for the au- 
thor, first of all, to go patiently through 
scores Of massive land-grant becker: dozens 
of old deed books, and all the survey rec- 
ords that have atiryived, inorder to find 
vot where the early settlers lived. 

As the area investigated covers approxi- 
mately 15,000 square miles, or more than 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode island, 
and Delaware combined, the reader will 
understand that, ever though population 
was then sparse, the fenl-estate tronsfers 
Were TMEMED iis. 


By classifving settlers according to the 
streatis on which they lived, a picture ol 
the tintes began to appear. a 

My next step was to study the history of 
the main romds of that period. | 

‘Settlers desiring to get a road built in 
those days would petition the county court. 
If @ request was approved, the court ts- 
aued an order about as follows: “Road 
ordered—William Bryan, overseer—trom 
Willian Carravan’s plantation to Willimm 
Bryan's, on Roan Onl.” Then would fol- 
low a list of persons along the Res 
rad who were to help build ft. Generally 
it also was ordered that the overseer should 
pit up guidepasts at every crossroad anil 
every fork. | 

To locate the ronds that were open at the 
time of the French and Indian War ne- 
cessitated the reading by the nuthor of more 
than 7,000 pages of the Court Order Books 
of the Virginia counties of Orange, Fred- 
erick, Augusta, and Halifax. | 

Another line of investigation involved a 
study of court records of petitions to es- 
tablish ordinaries and mills. The Jour- 
nals of the Virginin Honse of Burgesses, 
the correspondence of Governor Dirwitl- 
dic, and the fragmentary military records 
of many of Washington's officers algo had 
some. light to cast on the situation as Colo- 
nel Washington found it in 1754. 

Washington's expense accounts also 
proved of great aid in tracing his travels, 
ber practically without exception | was able 
to identify the persons whom he paid for 
lodying, for saddle repairs, and for horses 
purchased.

A DAY WITH DREP-SFA DRAGNETS 


The reutine of a typical day at Nonsuch 
will not only illustrate owr way of work, 
but in the more important details repre- 
ecnts the trethods by which all deep-sea 
collecting ts carried aon—inethods which 
will continue until some radical discovery 
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is thade permutting a living man not only 
to descend, but to collect, at depths now 
ingpenctrable by hurnon life. 

At 67:30 each morning the seagoing tug 
Clodiufen steams out trom St, Georges and 
ties up toa buoy off our whorl. Fron the 
south lookout, with the telescope, we study 
the weather conditins at sc; we note the 
barometer, the force of the wind, and the 
direction and power of the itcoming swells 
which shatter themselves on the rocks of 
Nonsuch, Lf the oman is too rough, the 
toy ts stenaled to return, for ander adverse 
conditions: the nets would be torn from 
their rings. 

If the day ts prupitions, two if my stalf

However, beneath all this titular caniu- 
flage the Reh themselves are tremendously 
interestitw, m that they are apparently 
recent migrants mio the depths-and show 
very few adaptations to their new environ- 
tent. Aumonpy these are mecreased size of 
theeres and reduction of the scales. Much 
the same is trac of the few deep-sea rela- 
tives of salmon and trout. 


DEEP-SIA LIFE 18: DEPENDENT ON PLANTS 


Aithough the depths are weird and 
strange almost beyond our imagination, yet 
the laws of Natute operative in the sun- 
light arlon land are just as binding, just 
as inflexible, benenth the wayes, Never- 
theless, we have paradoxes scemingly as 
fantastic o5-the reversals of time and sense 
m Alice's Wonderland. 

For example, ewery living creaturetl- 
lions and countless billions of them—in-the 
deep sea is absolutely clepencdent upon plast 
life, and yet there is not a single plant in all 
that enormous world, Fortunately, this de- 
pendence can be achieved by proxy, and if 
there is not a fresh bit of seaweed or a 
lingetos diatom at hand, then there is al- 
inost dpttal physiologic satisfaction in a 
small fish whose stomach is stuffed with 
alow. or a shrimp whose anicestors for a 
thousand generations have been diatoma- 


ceois gourmands. 


At the surface of the ceean and as far 
down as the vivitying rays of sunlight 
penetrate we have a world of minute plant 
life affording fadder to innumerable fish 
wut shomps and other creatures, and these 
are fed. upon by the tenants of the twilight 
zat, sind 4 these in turn devoured by the 
dragons of the black depths, So, in our 
submarine cylinder five miles off Bermuvla 
and beginning a half mile down, every 
creature is carnivorous; it a world of 
Nunvegetartans, 

It-should be a source of comfort te the 
lay reader that the technical terms, which 
itt a catse of annoyance in writing and 
reading of deep-sea fishes, are ecylly a 
problem of ancertainty to the professional 
ichthyologist.

The Shining Bow Dragonfish has been 
taken near Ireland, in rid-Adantie, cloge 
ta the Bahamas, St. Lucia and Barbuda, 
and I have obtained three specimens from 
my trawling atca off Bermuda. They have 
been taken at varying depths, from four 
hundred and fifty feet to two miles, and 
the fish themselves are from one to eight 
inches im length.

This legend of the meteorttes ts anedeunlat- 
ediv connected with the nume of the river 
esl, for Viamchid i the 
name of what we call the iil Way atl 
the Chinese call the River of Heaven. 

Nearly goo miles dawn the Sungnri, 
near its junction with the Amur, ts: the 
rreat town of Fuchm, which has: grown 
up recently as the center of a flourishing 
arriciitural clistrict. It was bombarced 
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chiefly by fahing, and they are called Fish- 
skin Tatars because of the sununer gar- 
ments they used to wear, nade of the skins 
of a kind of salmon, which are lightand 
waterproat, 

The Fishskin ‘Tatars, like the Manchits, 
cat taw hsh, not prepared as the Japanese 
prepare it, but made into a kind of salad 
with vinegar und plenty of ‘olvuhes. Te is 
very good anid haseven becotne papular with 
Chinese all through the Sungari region. 
Nowailays they depencd largely on hurit- 
we poing an journeys te the distant moun- 
tains, where they shoot etk (the Asiatic 
wapiti), whose new horns, covered with 
“velvet,” are in great demand among Chi- 
nese ag a medicine, which reminds one of 
the “hartshorn” of old English medicine. 

On their hunting journeys they use a 
tent very much Like an Indian tepee, and m 
winter they tse skis. Until quite recently 
they used dogsleds for winter travel. and 
this form of transport would still be very 
pagel but they say that they have given 1 

“because the Chinese loa hel ther cut 

ain” Formerly they also bad birch-hark 

peel and they still use light canoes, with 

both double and single paddles, for travel- 
ing and when harpooning fish, 

In the old days the Fishskin Tatars used 
to kall bears in single combat—one man, 
with only a spear, matched agaist the hear. 
Some of the hear spears can stil be seen, 
beautiful pieces of workmanship. The 
blade of the spear has a slight curve. 

The hunter skinmishes with the hear 
anti] he attempts to charge; then, bracing 
the speat against the ground, he aims to 
catch the bear inthe throat. If is am 1 
puod, the ctirve in the spearhead makes it 
thrust upwered, throwing the bear aver an 
hishack. Lithe miscalculates, the bear may 
sprawl! forward, reaching and killing the 
hunter, though mortally injured himself,

Undoubtedly the most interesting cus- 
tom of the Pishskin Tatars is thetr sha- 
manism, which ts something like the Anier- 
ican Indian “medicine.” Like “medicine.” 
it his so. teligions aspect as well as thar 
of healing sickness. Shamans are found 
among ALongols, Manechos, and, in Man- 
chur, even among Chinese. 

In.a-shaman eeremony that T saw among 
the Fishekin Tatars the shaman was giving 
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“course of treatment,” Insting many days, 
ic an oll woman who looked as i she had 
tuberculosis, Incidentally sle said that she 
had felt much better simce the treatment 
began. The shaman, with his drum, ‘sat 
neat a window in the littl hut. The pa- 
tient was also seated, with an ald woman 
behind her who acted as the shaman's 
assistant (see pages 109 and 126). 

As the shaman began drumming he fell 
a nee Ino a sure i rapt trance; then be 
chanted in a compelling, somewhat mo- 
netonous, fhythm. As he went on drum- 
mang and chanting, the sweat streamed 
from him, and bis uptorned face looked 
drawn and tense with effort. The patient 
sat as ifm a drepm. 

The assistant kept her hands on the 
patient's back, to detect there a peculiar 
twitching which is the response to the 
"tawie’ of the shaman. Oerasinnally she 
would call to the shaman, who would alter 


his chanting until the response was right. 


The chanting and drumming went cn and 
on until, at dest, in exhaustion. the shaniati 
broke off. | 

[ have never known anything more wild 
and exalting. [have seen a woman shu- 
man in Chinese ‘Turkestan who stabbed 
and cot with a knife within the fraction 
of an inch of her patient's face and neck; 
but even that did not compare in wildness 
with the deadly simplicity of this old Fish- 
skin Tatar’s chante] magic and the insist- 
ent throblang. of his dtum, At the end 
af the ceremony strength seemed te have 
gone out of the shumin, who was quite ex- 
hanste!, into the sick warn, on whom a 
sereric peacefulness had deseended. 

After along journey tpriver, back from 
the regions of the Frhakin Tatars, Mones 
and [J went off westwaril into utterly clif- 
ferent camry. A mght and a day on the 
Chinese Eastern Railway took us through 
the forests of the Khingan Range and out 
on to the Barga platen, 

This, the most northwestem extensian 
of Hetlungkiing Province and Manchuria, 
is chietly a Mongol region; Wat on the edge 
of ital in the mountains dre alse such 
Tunguste tribes as the Soloms and Oro- 
chons, and even a tew Russian settlements. 
Dahurs are alsa found here, aa well as 
near Tsitsihar, The strangest thing about 
the Dahurs is that, while their spoken Inn- 
gine is practically a dinlect of Mongol, 
their written language ts Manchu.

This Buriat shaman, however, relied on a 
TLIC whip. Frequently he would consult 
it, first driving the handle of it violently 
inte his own Tihs, then holding it to lis 
breast or forehead, so that it nuigelit "an 
spire” him, 

Although a oin of more than seventy, 
he could stil dance and drum. He fre- 
quently drummer) atid) chanted, not for any 
special healing or teligioys cereneny, hut 
for the company and consolation of his 

“snirits.§ Aiter one or two taps of the 
drum he would be ina trance. . When a 
nmin t# old, be said, and near death, the 
spirits are always at hance. 

Before begeinining his buy ceremony he 
drank about a pint of Russtan veka, 
TaWw—cnnitgh to stupety most men if drunk 
like that ina few gulps—but after a little 
dromnune he rose up under the wenght of 
lis eodtume and moved with almost the 
stireness and lightness of o young mun.
